proceeded with due diligence. It is true 
that I stated that recommendations lor 
the reappolntment ol Dr. Wales, whom I 
lound In office when I went lu, Apill 7, 
188'2, were ol such a character as to fully 
justify me In believing that tbe affairs of 
his bureau had been well administered. 
Senator McPherson wrote to the Presi-

A DBBADFTTL. DEATH. 


Inquest Held on the Body of 


Bro'wb, Killed Saturday. 


Tbe Particulars and Verdict. 


A sickening catastrophe occurred Sat- 


urday evening at 4 o'clock at the Edward 
street crossing of the Wabash road, which 
resulted in the death ot Joseph Brown, 
an industrious farmer of Austin township, 
only son of John A. Brown, the aged 
Englishman of that township. The body 
was cut into three pieces, and one horse 
killed; the pole of the wago'n was nearly 
broken in two and the front axle twistpsd. 
The remains were gathered up by Coro- 
ner Bendure and removed to Bullard's 
undertaking rooms, where they were put 
in presentable shape. The body was 
viewed by the jury, and on Sunday morn- 
ing it was taken to Austin township for 
bunal. The funeral took place at 2 p. m. 
and was largely attended by neighbors 
and friends from Decatur, the Methodist 
minister at Warrensburg conducting the 
services. 


THE PAIiTTOULAnS 


of the accident are best given by the wit- 
nessee, who testified before the coroner's 
ury Sunday and to-day. Below is the 
«stimony in full: 


Mrs. Li/,7.lo Kimklo testified : "I live on North 


Bdwnrd street, near WuUneb railway. J wa8 at 
the window and saw tho deceased il riving up 
to tho railroad. Ho eocmod to have aeon the 
trnlu before ho got up on the track, and sort 
of checked up. The horses threw up their 
loads and became f tightened nnd sprung 
for- 


ward. I baw the train strike the horse, but 
did not sco the man after his learn was struck 
until tUe train had passed. Tho tiam stopped 
after It bud passed entirely by the man, but 
did not back up. Tho train was running p'rct- 
y fast. 1 did not hear the bell ring nor the 
whistle blow. I cnnuot say as to the spied at 
which the train was running.' Wtcn the tniln 
was stopped several men got off and caino 


ack.

Emma Robinson testified: "I live on the cor- 


ner of Corro Gordo and Edward streets. 1 eutv 
bo aocldeut Saturday afternoon. I heard the 
poll ring and knew the train was coming; saw 
he man going toward Iho railroad, and called 
0 him several times but he drove on. A8 ho 
aw the train coming- ho tried (o draw his 
lorses back, but they were 1 rightened and 
aahed forward. J saw the ttalu slriko the 
horses and knock them some distuncc. When 
be but'K y (or wagon) struck the sidewalk he 
was thrown out towards the truck and fell un. 
crlho wheels aud the curs passed over him.

Mre. M. H. Gates testified "I live on North 
Edward street, Just north ot tho Wabash rall- 
ood, ou tbe corner. Did not see tho accident. 
was one block cast of tho pluco where the 
accident occurred. The trulu was going wdst 
and running -very fast. I wus at the scene 
oon after the accident, and saw the mangled 
emalus of tho deceased. I cannot tell tho rate 
>t speed at which the tiain was ninnlny, tnit 
t was running very fast. I did not hear either 
hlstle or boll." 
TnornftS Wilkinson testified. "I live on North 
Mercer street. I have until recently been cm- 
iloyed as aswltehman on the Waliash railway. 
saw the accident at the Edwards street cioss- 
og on Satuiday afternoon, July lii. It was 
rain No. 6, of the St. Louts division, going 
vest about 4 o'clock In the afternoon. 1 was 
omlag up tho track in company with Mr. 
junn. Saw the train coming and beard Mrb. 
Robinson calling to the man. I was on tho 
oaln line, north of St. Louis track, and only 
bout ten feet from the team when tho englui 
truck the horses. When I first saw tho team 
he man was trying to hold them, but tho> 
Ubhcdupon tbe truck an'l soemoa to halt 
Vhon the engine struck tho horse the man fell 
rom the buggy or vehicle. I saw his head 
oiling down tho track, but can't euy how 
nany roaches had then paused over him. I 
hould Judge that the train was running at tho 
ate of 15 miles per hour I hoard the boll, but 
ot tho whistle. Wbon I got to tbo man his 
ungswcre the flist thing I saw. They were 
ylngon tho ties outside tbo rail. His heait 
vas in tho middle of tbe track : houd was about 
our feet f ron) heart, and body some 12 or 15 
cot from tho h,cad. One horse was utruggllng 
1 tho ditch aud tbo other woe running aw«y. 
'he ono In tbo ditch died pretty noon. 1 he 
rutu stopped— about one block or a square 
istant.

Recently .it 
was thirty-five thousand dollars; but the 
long duUiess of the stock market has 
caused a decline from that figure of ten 
thousand or twelve thousand dollars. 
The latest sale icported was at twenty- 
eight thousand dollaia. 


When n broker owns a seat he cannot 


be-deprived of it except by dismissal 
from the Exchange for violation ol its 
rules. Otherwise, it belongs irrevocably 
to him, and to bis heirs, mcaseol death. 
This U a fortunate provision; for when 
brokers fail so badly that they cannot 
resume business, they still nave their 
seat, the sale ot which will give them 
gflmething to live on, if deprived of then 
income. 
Brokers arc continually failing, as 


they must with tlie endless cba^cs in 
the market, and theiisk thej aroalwajs 
taking At a particularly excileil ponou 
they are in constant danger, and may be 
•breed to suspend any hour. 


Wall street in as uncertain ns tlic 


wind. 
When a broker h us been houoi- 


nbly unfortunate, no matter \vliat ln= 
losses, his fellows arc willing and glad 
tocomo to his aid 
They will m'copt 


almost any compromise he is justilied 
in oflermg; they not infrequently cancel 
obliorxtions duo them in order to get 
him'staited again. 
Such cancclmgs are 


seldom taketi advantage of but for a 
umo of stress. Whon the brokci fully 
recovers himself, he is pretty certain to 
pay his creditors dollar for dollar, with 
interest 
Much as.thc brokeis are mis- 


represented and abused, they are noted 
for their delicate financial honor, and 
they are generous to a fault. Their 
pocket-books are ever open to escry 
appeal for assistance or charity.

lieving yourself in. a mad-house. 


The great room, or ball, abont one 


ouno'red by forty feet, with walls and 
lofty coiling handsomely frescoed nnd 
decorated, does not look In the least 
like a lunatic asylum; but tho crowd of 
uion on the marble floor below you can 
certainly act like maniacs. Thcro OTO 
hundreds of them, ftll very. nicely

fashionably dressed, ahputing, gesticu- 
lating, moving rapidly, norvoTisrytiboxlt, 
most of them with pcnols.or stylographjic 
pens and small books in their handij, 
dashing down something eyery few Bob- 
onds, find then lifting, their »cma arid 
voices.again, as if to -add. to the general 
confusion and uproar.

When a broker wishes to buy or sell, 


he lifts his nvru, to altiact attention, 
and nnmos the kind and amount of se- 
curity. Bids are made by shouts, whou 
any one of these is accepted, tho broker 
nodb iu a certain \\ i»y, nnd the matter, 
is settled. Tho buyer makes a rapid! 
memorandum of the transaction, tho 
seller docs tho same, and tho security ,f 
whatever it may bo, is delivered either 
at the close of bank hours, or at tho 
timo agreed upon. 


From the beginning to tho end of the 


year, all transactions are conducted in 
this manner. 
Hundreds of millions of 


dollars change hands with nothing more, 
than Q gestiu'e, a shout and a nod. You. 
would suppose that mistakes must con- 
sUintly bo made. 
But this scarcely 


ever happens. 
The brokers are used to 


tho din, and practice has made them 
perfect in the difficult art of doing bust-' 
Jess in the midst of apparent chaos. 


The Exchange has n membership ol 


cloven hundred, about ibe 
hundred 


members being active. 
Tho rest are 


either old or elderly men who keep their 
seats (It is styled « scot, probably, be- 
cause a broker very seldom sits down), 
though partly retired, or men of ample 
means who livo or arc traveling abroad. 
The active members are mostly yonng 
or youngish, very few of them being 
beyond middle age. They certainly bo- 
have like big boys jnst released from 
school, so fuu aro they of frolic and fun. 
Dignity and repose ia tho last and least 
thing they caro for or esteem. Indeed, 
they are opposed to anything like the 
assumption of either. Often when some 


i distmgtnshcd stranger is introduced
